Thr Lodge substitute Tor the original 


reserviifion to urliclc X is an improve- 
ment, bul it is neither as frank nor as 
desirable a compromise as thai proposed 
by Mr. Tafl. There, is in the Lodge sub- 
stitute an implied recognition of moral 
obligations under the article, whereas in. 
the 
original 
there 
was a 
repudia- 


tion of moral as well as legal responsibil- 
ity. That was a distinct amendment of 
the treaty which amounted to renuncia- 
tion of article X. Senator Lodge en- 
deavors lo imvl the objections t raised 
against his original reservation by so 
re-wording it as to infer moral obliga- 
tions, and yet lo confine the inference lo 
the twilight zone of interpretation. 


T\Ir. Tafl's compromise, which the sen- 


ale rejected without giving it serious con- 
sideration, drew a clear distinction be- 
tween moral and legal responsibilities. 
It accepted .the former and specifically 
rejected the lallcr. except as they might 
be undertaken by action of the congress. 
In other words Mr. Taft sought to pre- 
serve the force and effect of an interna- 
tional understanding against wars of 
conquest, safeguarded with proper re- 
strictions upon and reservations lo our 
course of action in any .given case. That, 
•it seems to us. offers a fair adjustment 
of the differences between those who fa- 
vor the treaty as it stands, and those who 
demand exemption of the United Slates 
from any obligations under article X.« 
'Moreover, il embodied a definite state- 
ment of position, whereas the Lodge sub- 
stitute is indefinite. 


It is understood that President "Wilson 


will not accept ratification based upon 
the Lodge "substitute, which means that 
even if Ihe treaty is ratified with the res- 
ervations it now carries it will be pock- 
eted. Although the president's attitude 
toward the Taft compromise lias not been 
disclosed, there is no question but what 
il would have had a belter chance for ac- 
ceptance by Mr. Wilson. We believe the 
people of the United Slates are perfect!}' 
•willing lo assume the obligations of arti- 
cle X in a moral sense. We believe that 
they are committed to the doctrine that 
•world conquest must cease and that na- 
tions shall have regard for the sovereign- 


. t}* and'teiritorial integrity of other na- 


tions. We believe that they arc ready to 
support a program which is morally cer- 
tain lo prevent a recurrence of another 
great war like that which ravaged Europe 
and threatened all humanity. We believe 
thai is one of the chief things they fought 
for. and thai had nol the overtlirow of 
autocracy and of the system of conquest 
and aggression upon which il relied for 
ils power and existence been an issue 
their support of She allied cause would 
not havt- been fired with the enthusiasm 
and determination lhal marked both our 
entrance and participation hi the war. 


There is no question in our minds bul 


•what the people want to make impossi- 
ble a repetition of the situation which 
foiced them into lhal struggle and. we be- 
lieve their judgmenl is lhal organization 
agair.s! il is the best insurance lhal we 
shall nevc-r be troubled lhal way again. 
In olr.er words, il is our opinion thai 
ir.oral acquiescence in the responsibili- 
lies of article X can be safely given and 
lhal it is demanded bolli as a mailer of 
principle and of co:::;isU-nee. The treaty 
might Jrive failed willi such a definition 
of our position, bul it was less likely lo 
lhan with things ;js they now sland. 


COTTOX 
PKOFITS. 


The senate committee investigating the. 


high cost of living has been gelling enler- 
laimnent coupled with interesting figures. 
For example, K. A. Calvin, who is repre- 
senting in Washington the common, gar- 
den variety oi cotton growers, walked in 
on the committee the other day lugging 
a pair of scales and a neatly packed 
store bundle. Said Calvin: 


On ray way down 1 dropped into a More and 


bought six yar<l« of £:n£ha:«. Paid 7.*. <-c-nts a 
yard, or ?•?.;.<>. l^ct's weigh this gingham. 


The scales were sel up on the commil- 


icc table and Ihc six yards of gingham 


were found to weigh precisely 15 ounces. 
Commenting, the witness said: 


Tho average price of cotton last ywir was 27 


cents a pound. Therefore, the southern farmer 
who grew this gingham in my hand received 
2f>}6 cents for the 15 ounces in it. Somebody 
elso'got the remaining S-l.IM1,!-. 
Who? 
Why? 


1 will now remove from this bundle two pairs of 
men's cotton stockings and place them on the 
scales. Thus. Ha! Two and one-half ounces. 
At 27 cents a pound the farmer received 4''.A 
cents for the cotton in theso two pairs of socks. 
Sirs. 1 paid SO cents for them. Here's a cotton 
handkerchief I bought up town for'25 cents. Our 
scales show that it weighs a littlo less than an 
ounce. At 27 cents a pound the farmer gotJess 
than 1 ',{; cents for the col ton in this handker- 
chief. 
The committee dug up lead pencils and 


began lo do a little arithmetic. The fig- 
ures showed lhal Ihe price of Calvin's 
gingham was multiplied by 18 between 
the farmer who grew it and Ihe consum- 
er. The handkerchief was multiplied 
about 17 times and the socks by 17. 


KILLING OLD TYPHOID. 


Control of typhoid fever has reached 


such a satisfactory point thai Ihe elimina- 
tion of Ihe disease from these United 
Stales is indicated. 


Since the opening 'of this century one 


city after another has taken up the attack 
on typhoid, until now there is no city of 
consequence 
which 
is 
nol 
working 


against it through the water supply and 
by means of sanitation. For several 
years past the Journal of Hie American 
Medical Association has presented an an- 
nual survey of typhoid mortality to the. 
physicians of -the country. The survey 
for 1D15) is now announced, and the fig- 
ures arc significant. 


The honors go lo Ihe cily of Chicago, 


New York. Boston and Cleveland, in or- 
der. The average deaths from typhoid 
per 100,000 population for the period 
1903-10 in Chicago were 15.8; in 1019 the 
average was 1.2. In New York. 1905-10. 
average deaths per 100,000 were 13.5; in 
1919 the record stood 2. Boston reduced 
the mortality from 16 to ' 2.2 .in 
1919. 


Cleveland reduced from 15.7 lo 2/1 in 
1919. 


There are other cities where the mor- 


talities are as low or even lower— for 
example, 
Spokane, 
without a 
single 


death — but the olhcr cities have very 
large populations, with -great 
numbers 


coming in and going out every day, mak- 
ing control of any disease difficult. 


In Chicago the value of the engineer- 


ing work of turning sewage away from 
Lake Michigan is beginning lo tell. The 
drinking water of Chicago is today ex- 
ceptionally pure. In Cleveland the results 
are mostly due lo water filtration and lib- 
eral use of chloride of lime. 


There are some interesting exhibits 


from other cities. Ten years ago the av- 
erage typhoid mortality in Columbus, O.. 
per 100,000 was 40. *In 1919 it was 3. 
Louisville, Ky., was 52.7; now 11.2. Pitls- 
burg was 65. bul Pillsburg has cleaned il 
down" to 6.2. Scranlon. Pa., was 31.5, bul 
is now next lo Chicago with only 1.3. The 
worst place in 1919 was Memphis with 
58.4, an increase of 23.1 over ten years 


When we compare this situation with 


the wholesale taking of human life in 
typhoid scourges of only a few years ago, 
we gain an impressive understanding of 
the great progress which science, sanita- 
tion and public concern for health have 
made in the national fight against disease 
and disease epidemics.

And Menzies ought to know as much 
about 


moonshining as anybody else. 
He is clerk of 


the federal court of the eastern district of Ken- 
tucky and listens to scores of such cases in any 
session of the six courts in his district. 


Seldom do the "revenoors" and the moun- 


taineers engage in spectacular rifle battles—so 
popular a generation ago. Menzies said. When 
a United States Marshal wants a "moonshiner" 
to appear in court to answer a charge he fre- 
quently goes to the phone and-says something 
like this: 


"Hello. Bill. The judge wants to eee you at 


9 o'clock tomorrow." 


And Bill usually shows up. 
There is plenty of moonshining going on now 


in the hills of eastern Kentucky, according to 
government reports. War-time prohibition got 
it started anew, and now counstitutional arid- 
ness has boosted the movement along.

Arehbald youths are the only ones in 
the community who accept the situa- 
tion philosophically.

School board members say that 


Ihere is no money available for high- 
er ealaries. 
The teachers say they are willing

slow starvation for 


quick 
starvation 
if justice is not 


forthcoming. 
Two years 
ago the teachers ot 


Arehbald started their request for a 
raise. Every year, until 191^, they 
received the promise "next year." 


In 1919, the state law was passed 


fixing the minimum pay for teachers 
at $65 a month. 
The minimum-in 


Arehbald had been $45. 
But this increase did not satisfy 


the teachers, 
who again presented 


their demands, and, when these were 
refused, quit in a body. 
The seven schools of Arehbald are 


closed and 1.700 children are "at lib- 
erty." 
\V. A. Kelly, superintendent, says: 
"How can I argue with children 


that education pays when I receive 
less than any unlettered foreigner in 
the mines? My salary was SI35 a 
month. 
I have been a teacher 30 


years and I spent six years in prep- 
aration."

cho?en secretary of the teachers' or- 
ganization, says 'hat she cannot go 
back to work and retain her self-re- 
spect.

have 
been a teacher for "0
